Developing life-long passion 
for newborn baby photography 


BROUGHT up in llminster, Sarah Wallace now lives 
in Merriott with her partner and three children 
and has been developing her life-long passion for 
photography. 

The granddaughter of a professional photogra¬ 
pher, Sarah said her interest was first sparked 
when she was 12 years old and her grandfather 
gave her a very simple camera and allowed her 
her to use his camera, teaching her all about the 
settings. 

At school her interest progressed and she even¬ 
tually took an A-level in photography at Somerset 
College. 

In July 2012 Sarah started her own business as 
Angel Eyes Photography, going to a lot of motor 
cross events where her son was riding, but her 
real interest lay in photographing newborns. Hav¬ 
ing helped out at the pre-school, she already had 
clearance to work with children and was already 
insured to be allowed on the tracks. Now it is a 
subject she specialises in and her diary is full. 

Newborn photography has more to it than the 
average shoot and to begin with she said she 
knew her work was good but it didn't quite have 
the extra edge she would like, so she underwent 
further training with professional Karen Wiltshire, 
who still mentors her work. 

Sarah said:"l just love what I do, I get pooed and 
weed on and you have to be very patient as the 
average shoot can take up to four hours by the 
time you have got baby settled, but none of that 
matters when you see the end result. 

"People don't realise how important it is to book 
while they are pregnant and they get really dis¬ 
appointed when I have to turn them down, but I 
make a point of booking them in two weeks after 
their due date. 

"The definition of newborn for photographic 
purposes is five days to four weeks, after that the 
baby is less sleepy and develops muscle tone 
which means they can't get into some of the 
poses so well. 

"I do photograph older babies, just not in the 



newborn style, which is naked but tasteful, they 
are never left alone and my hand is never far from 
the pose. 

"Generally you start with them on their tummy, 
they move their bottom over, then their head 
until they are on their back. I have a few tricks up 
my sleeve to keep them quiet, like playing womb 
sounds. I ask the parents to try and keep the baby 
awake for one or two hours and then feed just be¬ 
fore I arrive. Only one session so far have I walked 
in to a baby asleep that stayed asleep through the 
session and it was done and dusted in two hours." 

Unable to work from home, Sarah keeps her 
equipment elsewhere and either travels to the 
families home or a local village hall, but she is al¬ 
ways armed with a beanbag and room heater as 
well as her photographic equipment. It is a real 
labour of love in many ways.

Extra £7.1 million funding boost 
to improve roads and social care 


AN extra £7.1 million funding will be invested 
to improve services across Somerset, including 
roads, traffic management and social care. 

Somerset County Council already announced 
plans to spend £46.5million as part of the 
2014/15 Capital Investment Programme back 
in February. 

The additional funds include £4.5million to 
repair roads damaged by the severe weather 
this winter, £1.6million to update and improve 
the council's traffic management system, an 
extra £800,000 to support vulnerable groups in 
Glastonbury, and £180,000 to develop an IT 
system to help Adult Social Care service users. 

Further details on how the additional funding 


will be broken down is as follows: 

Highways: The council has received an ad¬ 
ditional grant of £4.5million from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport, which is earmarked for 
repairing roads damaged by severe weather 
this winter. 

Traffic Management: The council will be 
investing £1.6million in updating the traffic 
management system ahead of the national 
change from analogue to digital technology in 
three years' time. It should lead to improved re¬ 
liability, effectiveness, security and public in¬ 
formation on the highways network. 

Learning Disability and Pupil Referral 
Units at Glastonbury: This £800,000 supple¬ 


ments a previous approval and will allow the 
demolition of existing buildings on the Beck- 
ery site in Glastonbury and provide for their 
replacement with two purpose-built buildings. 
Appropriate arrangements will be put in place 
to ensure users of both services are kept fully 
informed and protected during the develop¬ 
ment. 

Adult Social Care services: Supplementary 
investment of £180,000 to allow the council to 
develop an Information, Advice and Guidance 
Portal for service users. This IT system will 
allow people to easily find out what services 
are available and will prove important as indi¬ 
viduals and their families have increasing con¬ 


trol over the care choices that they make. This 
technology will also be used to support similar 
services for Children's Social Care. 

Councillor David Huxtable, Somerset 
County Council cabinet member for resources, 
said: "Among our key priorities are to improve 
transport links, make Somerset a safer and 
healthier place, and provide good quality serv¬ 
ices for those who need them. 

"We've already invested £46.5million to do 
this, and I'm pleased we are able to add another 
£7.1 million into this pot which will make a real 
difference and benefit people across the 
county."

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Stage show pays tribute to the Great War 


A HISTORY lesson by way of a black comedy was 
on the stage of the Victoria Hall in Crewkerne this 
week, courtesy of “Oh, What a Lovely War” per¬ 
formed by Crewkerne United Dramatic and Oper¬ 
atic Society (CUDOS). 

This is a very poignant portrayal of the cost of the 
First World War on all sides, written in 1963 by 
Joan Littlewoods with a music hall style, reflecting 
the mood of the period. CUDOS did great justice to 
this piece, which portrayed the brave souls who 
faced impossible odds and laid down their lives for 
their countries while others profited from the war. 

Moments like the famous Christmas Day truce in 
No Man's Land and the white feathers directed at

those unprepared to fight, brought home the story 
that should never be forgotten, punctuated with 
sing-a-long tunes such as “A Long Way to Tipper¬ 
ary” and “Hold Your Hand Out You Naughty Boy”. 

Dressed as pierrots throughout, the cast simply 
changed hats and accents to represent the different 
nations drawn into the conflict. William Scott- 
Robinson was the master of ceremonies and drew 
on his own experience in his very convincing role 
as a sergeant major drilling the recruits in correct 
rifle use. 

In the background, a slideshow of wartime images 
as a reminder of the stark realities and some of 
trench humour which kept the soldiers going. 

This was not a jolly show, although there were 
some very comical moments, and the cast did an ex¬ 
cellent job in paying tribute to the fallen in a sensi¬ 
tive and serious way, whilst still being entertaining 
and maintaining the air of the stiff upper lip attitude 
of the time. The added touch of reading the roll of 
honour for Crewkerne at the end was particularly 
moving. 

The show was purposely chosen to mark the be¬ 
ginning of this year's commemorations of the cen¬ 
tenary anniversary of ht estart of WWI and there 
was a collection for the Royal British Legion at 
each performance.

New members needed 
for Speedwatch scheme 


ILMINSTER Police are keen to recruit new 
members to the Community Speedwatch 
group. 

This is a voluntary position and only re¬ 
quires a few hours per month to assist with 
monitoring traffic speeds in the town. The 
work carried out is essential in helping the 
police to reduce the amount of speeding ve¬ 
hicles and has seen a reduction of over 30 
per cent in the amount of speeders in Ilmin¬ 
ster since the watch started. Full training 
will be provided. 

Ilminster Beat Manager PC Andy Stuart 
said: "Police volunteers do a fantastic job 
in support of the work of the police. 

“Residents have spoken to me about 
speeding as an issue they are concerned 
about. These watches are one of the ways 
that police and volunteers are helping to 
tackle this issue. I would encourage people 
to get involved in the Community Speed¬ 
watch schemes and to report any concerns 
they may have about speeding in their area 
to their local beat team. 


“Speedwatch gives our local communities 
the opportunity to get actively involved in 
road safety. A group can be set up in any 
village, town or urban area with local offi¬ 
cers giving practical advice and support. It's 
all about education really, getting drivers to 
recognise speed limits and to drive legally 
and safely." 

Chief Inspector Yan Georgiou added: 
"Speeding is one of the four main causes of 
serious injuries and deaths on the region's 
roads - along with drink/drug driving, not 
wearing a seat belt and using a mobile 
phone. 

“Speed is still one of the main factors in 
fatal road collisions. The risk of death is ap¬ 
proximately four times higher when a 
pedestrian is hit at 40mph than at 30mph 
and fatal collisions are four times as likely 
on rural/urban roads compared with the mo¬ 
torway network.”

Thread veins and broken veins 


THESE are fine visible veins that lie 
just beneath the surface of the skin, 
most noticeable when on the face. 
Sunlight, exposure to wind, the use of 
steroid creams, hormonal changes 
and the contraceptive pill can con¬ 
tribute to the development of these 
veins - which generally become more 
pronounced with age.

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Prime Minister praises 
Somerset for helping 
its'troubled families' 


PRIME Minister David Cameron has 
praised Somerset's success in helping 
families turn their lives around. 

Somerset's Troubled Families Pro¬ 
gramme, known locally as Somerset 
Family Focus, ranks as the fifth best 
in the country for the percentage of 
families helped in the last two years. 

PM David Cameron said: "Somerset 
has done a great job. It is a good suc¬ 
cess for Somerset and well done to the 
family key workers who've been 
doing this. 

"Where Somerset has done particu¬ 
larly well is instead of just working on 
the families with a visit from the po¬ 
lice, a visit from social services, a visit 
from the council, these key workers 
really got into the families and tried to 
sort out what's wrong - is it truancy, 
are there mental health problems, are 
there problems of addiction to drugs 
or alcohol that need to be dealt with, 
does someone need to write a CV 
properly for dad so he can go out and 
get ajob? 

“Some of these families have been 
out of work for generations and we 
shouldn't be leaving them in that state 
but really getting stuck in - as has hap¬ 
pened in Somerset." 

A total 580 families have been 
helped in Somerset, 67 per cent of the 


870 families identified as “troubled” 
in the county by government. A “trou¬ 
bled family” is defined as a family 
with high unemployment, anti-social 
or offending behaviour and children 
that have a high number of exclusions 
and/or unauthorised absences from 
school. 

County councillor Frances Nichol¬ 
son, cabinet member for children and 
families, said: "It is fantastic that 
Somerset is one of the best perform¬ 
ing councils for helping troubled fam¬ 
ilies. This has been made possible 
because of the hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of staff from Somerset County 
Council, district councils, the police, 
and a wide range of other public and 
voluntary sector organisations. 

"It is brilliant that 580 families have 
been helped to move towards a more 
independent and satisfying way of 
life. Plus each family where we help 
them to break a cycle of dependence 
on public services saves the public 
sector a huge amount of money." 

The success of the project means 
that the Somerset Troubled Families 
Programme has been awarded 
£475,500 in 'success money', which 
will help the team support even more 
families.

Having lost both parents, a sister and 
brother to the disease and worked as a 
care assistant in St Margaret's Hospice, 
she understood the need for a friendly 
ear and place to share for those either 
with cancer or supporting someone else 
who has the disease. 

The group CANCIS started in Axmin- 
ster under a different name but, when it 
dwindled, Kathy decided to revive it in 
Chard and holds two of the free drop-in 
sessions every week, one at St Gildas, 
Millfield, on a Thursday from 10am tp 
12.30pm, and the other at Crowshute 
House on Fridays from 9.30am to 
12noon. 

It is a totally free group where cancer 
sufferers, carers or their loved ones can 
go a long and meet people with similar 
experiences, in a safe, friendly, informal 
environment for a cup of tea and chat, 
and to enjoy free complimentary thera¬ 
pies, including Reiki, flower and vibra¬ 


tional essences and healing. 

Kathy said that her own experience 
made her feel that she had seen coping 
with cancer from a different perspec¬ 
tive. 

She commented: "There is, of course, 
the medical angle but I could see people 
suffering and gave Reiki to patients in 
St Margaret's. 

“The group is here for everyone who 
just wants to come and have a chat or 
perhaps swap information. Sometimes 
people don't want to necessarily talk 
about their illn ess but just feel it helps 
to be around other people who have an 
element of understanding as to what 
they have been through.” 

CANCIS is not a medical environ¬ 
ment and although there are talks on 
complimentary therapies, there will be 
no medical advice or referrals, it is 
purely a support group to compliment 
any on-going medical treatment.

decor of the dining room is tasteful in royal blue 
and gold with exposed rustic beams of a height to 
accommodate the taller dine. Subtle wall and up- 
lighting complimented by soft background music 
and the slight swoosh of the ancient waterwheel 
behind its framed glass panel, all add to the re¬ 
laxed atmosphere. 

The specials menu for May gives a reasonable 
choice of three items at each course (including a 
vegetarian option) with two courses and coffee 
costing just £12.

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Pothole Compensation claims rise by up to 750% as potholes.co.uk unveils new warning sign 


COUNCILS in the areas worst hit by the winter storms 
are now facing a different kind of flood - a rising swell 
of automotive compensation claims - according to 
campaign website, Potholes.co.uk. 

While homeowners seek compensation for damage 
to their houses, road users are also demanding remu¬ 
neration for car axle, wheel and suspension faults 
caused by pothole-ridden stretches of saturated roads. 

In one county - deluged Somerset - claims spiked at 
204 in January / February from just 24 in November / 
December, a massive 750% increase in cases. 

The same worrying trend has been spotted in some 
of the other regions worst hit by flooding at the start 
of this year. Surrey County Council reported a 353% in¬ 
crease and admitted that an "unprecedented number

of claims" meantthat there was still a backlog of claims 
waiting to go on to the system, meaning the statistics 
will only get worse. 

In Dorset, one of the worst hit flood areas, the County 
Council saw claims for pothole damage increase from 
85 in November/December to 193 in January/Febru¬ 
ary - up 127%. In January the county experienced up 
to 290mm of rain in some areas - almost three times 
the average expected at that time of year. 

Worcester floods hit record levels in February and 
claims to the County Council also rose 400% from 25 
in November/December to 125 in January/February. 

To draw attention to the ongoing problem with the 
crumbling roads, Potholes.co.uk has unveiled a new 
design for temporary signage that could be adopted 
to warn motorists and other road users about pothole- 
ridden stretches of road. 

Pothole damage to cars in the UK creates an esti¬ 
mated annual repair bill of £730million and continues 
to increase each year, according to research by Pot- 
holes.co.uk and Warranty Direct. 

As the UK emerges from some of the most destruc¬ 
tive winter floods on record, hundreds of roads across 
the country have been left saturated and crumbling, 
accelerating existing deterioration and creating the

perfect conditions for a pothole plague. 

Warranty Direct managing director, David Gerrans, 
said: "With potholed stretches of road affecting many 
road users on a daily basis, there's now real cause to 
create dedicated signage. Let's give people a fighting 
chance of avoiding unnecessary garage bills or even 
personal injury. 

"If road signs can warn of falling rocks from above 
then why not craters from below? The average bill for 
pothole damage now runs at £247, so a sign only 
needs stop a couple of incidents to justify the expen¬ 
diture. The embarrassment will be for the Government 
in just how many signs need to be put up - there's one 
pothole for every mile of road by some estimates." 

As a result of the heavy rainfall damaging roads, cam¬ 
paign website Potholes.co.uk had more than 1500 pot¬ 
holes reported across the UK in January and February 
alone, by motorists who had either damaged their ve¬ 
hicles or were trying to warn others of the hazards. 


One site visitor reported hitting a submerged pot¬ 
hole whilst driving back from Elstead towards Putten- 
ham. With rain water making the deep crater almost 
invisible, they drove through it cracking their alloy and 
bursting the tyre in the process.

Did Messers Fry and Hayward reject it 
because they would have lost control? 
and if so does that mean the club will 
never attain Championship status again 
because of lack of ambition? 

I hope that Gary Johnson will stay and 
rebuild. It would be nice if he also man¬ 
aged to hang on to Luke Ayling, voted 
by far the most popular player at the 
club, one I fully endorse. 

He won four awards at the after match 
ceremony; the Green and White Sup¬ 
porters Club Player of the Season, The 
Bobby Hamilton Young Player of the 
Year, The AwayTravel Club Player of the 
Year and the DSA Player of the Year. 

Fully justified, and along with Byron
